FEAREY HISTORY... 
The ‘first Thanksgiving Day in Ameri- 
enn history was observed in the fall of 
162], just after the first harvest had been 
gathered bythe. Plymouth Colony. This 
obscivance was the spontaneous expres- 
sion of u spirit of gratitude t God. It 
is this spirit which’ we must understand 


in order to make the present ovéasion a} 


true observance of Thanksgiving Day. 
| The conditions which produced this spirit 
of gratitude to God had their beginning 
in the earliest attempts ta plant colonies 
in America. We of to-day ¢annot pos- 
aible realize the tremendousness of these 
early attempts. ‘Though - Columbus; had 
Many years hefore explored the’ secret of 
the “Sea of Darkness” which had lain 
so silent all -through the centuries, “the 
crossing of the Atlantic was still an under- 
taking .to be attempted only by the 
bravest of heurts. And ‘after the Atlan. 
tie had been safely crossed, the great con- 
tinent. lay befor the would-be settlers 
“4 veiled and virgin shore,” its»temper 
utstried, its . wilderness. unexplored. As 
early as 1583 Sir Humphrey Gilbert went 
out to Newfoundland, and lost. his Jifé 


| secking- a “harbour to. the Southward 
| where to plant.a colony.” The next year, 


Sir Walter Raleigh sent out two ships 
and Jeft a party of one fundred.and cight 
persons on the island of Boanoke to begin 
La colony.

PRESIDENT'S BITTER REPROACHES,. 


THE EVIL GENIUS. 

The following is a translation of a 
letter purporting to have, been. written 
by Tsao Kin to Feng Yu Hsiang, which 
was published in the Tai Wu Shih Pan 
(Peking) :— 


My dear Brother, L was so’ glad and» 
obliged on hearing. you returned with the 
troops yesterday morning to Peking gnd, 
wanted an armistice and peace. L have 
been inemilitary service for almost thirty 
years, and holding high officérs''rank for 
a decade. When [ was in Paotingfu, I 
built for myself a small garden ,and 
wanted to plant bamboos anil ‘flowers 
within. I did not want to be heard. of 
or known by the outside world, until last 
Fyear, ‘when President’ Li Yuan Hung 
retired from his-office, and someone ad. 
monished ime to succeed him, as Pre- 
sident. But Wu Pei Fu wired to me 
‘strongly objecting to such a proposition. 
However, you: and Wang Cheng” Pin 
vigorously maintained that.“ time must 
not be loxt and wasted, the seat.of bon- 
and pushed 
me forward, with the result I ascended! 
the Presidency. A year has now passed, 
which T, very mich regret. “When Ln 
Yung Hstan# and Ho Feng Lin openly 
defied: the Government this autunn, Chi 
Hsieh Yuan requested ‘me to punish 
them.’ I at once sent for you to discuss 
‘the mhtter personally, and you, my dear 
| Sanger brother, recommended that since 
En Yung Hsiang and Ho Feng Lin had 
revblted” against the Central Govern- 
ment, they deserved :punishment.
